This office action takes into consideration the 'proposed amendments' faxed to the 
Examiner subsequent to telephone interviews with Warren Cheek, attorney for the 
applicant. 
Claim status: 

After entry of the amended claims 05/12/2008 (not the proposed amendments), claims 
1, 3-6, 8-15, 18, 21-23 are pending. Of these, claims 1,3-6, 8-15, 18 drawn to 
compounds. These compound claims are prosecuted to the extent that they relate to 
the elected Group II. 

Response to Applicants Remarks: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

The rejection of claims 1, 3-6, 8-15, 18 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
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subject matter which applicant regards as the invention, Is maintained, Applicants 
arguments and amendments partially overcome the rejection. Partial structures shown 
below in the elected Group II explicitly defines the point of attachment of an acetic acid 
unit to the bicyclic ring system, thus defining the point of attachment as well as the 
nature of Xd.

It is suggested that the applicant redraw the structures commensurate with the elected 
Group II. (The proposed amendments do not address the issues relating to the point of 
attachment of the acetic acid moiety). 

Claim 5 is redundant because ring A in the amended base claim 1 is defined as 
benzene.

Previously presented rejections under Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, 
First paragraph are withdrawn in view of the amendments to the claims. 
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Double Patenting 

Applicants request that the previously presented double patenting rejection is held in 
abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Previously presented rejections of claims 1, 3-6, 8-15 and 18 under 35 USC § 103 is 
maintained for reasons of record. Applicants' arguments were considered but were not 
fully persuasive. Applicants argue that the bicyclic structure of the instant claims and 
the structure of the reference compounds are different. Further, the applicants argue 
that the biological targets of the instant case and that of the compounds of the 
references differ. The combination of structural elements of the reference compunds is 
suggestive of structures of instant claims. Ligands for GPR40 and PPAR are implicated 
for diabetes. The therapeutic properties are inherent to compounds of similar structure 
independent of alleged receptor-ligand activity.
